Principal in Boise Trial 


Denies He Knew of the 


Steunenberg Plot. 


Boise, Idaho, July 12.—Testifying in 


his own behalf William D. Haywood 
denied that he planned, conspired in, 
or desired the murder of former Gov 
ernor Steunenberg. The prisoner wit- 
ness emphasized his declaration of in- 
nocence, when in well measured words 
and even tone he said, "I do not be- 
Jieve I ever thought of Steunenberg 
after I left Idaho." 


The direct examination of the de- 


fendant took up the first hour and a 
half of. the morning session. Clarence 
Darrow led his client carefully over 
the ground covered by Orchard and 
at every charge that Haywood had 
any connection with Orchard 
other 


than what was o£ the most innocent 
character or with any criminal act 
was denied again and again by the 
witness in the most positive terms. 


Senator Borah 
took 
Haywood In 


hand for cross-examination for the 
last hour of the session. The witness 
changed his position in the witness 
chair and faced the prosecutor's table. 
He gave no sign of nervousness. Lean- 
Ing back with one arm flung over the 
back of his chair, after the first ques- 
tion, he looked tip at Judge Wood and 
said:

IS A PEACE CONFERENCE.

ence between the short and frequent 
rider and those who travel long dis- 
tances, which will bring a fair profit 
to the company."

"Can a uniform rate 1 e 
properly 


charged by a railroad?" 


"No, sir. It is not proper to charge 


a uniform rate. Passenger rates are 
largely dependent upon the density 
of population and the frequency with 
which the public rides. 
In densely 


populated territory we can charge a 
lower rate than in 
distriSis 
thinly 


populated." 


"You have a considerable number 


of pasnengers who travel at the rate 
of more than two cents a mile, and a 
great number who pay 
under 
two 


cents. Why not charge all classes a 
uniform rate of two cents?" asked Mr. 
Johnson. 


Would Be Unfair to Both. 


"It would be unfair to the railroad 


and to the public. The general prac- 
tice of all railroads is to carry short 
riders at a lower rate." 


"Would you carry more passengers 


if the present law is put into effect?" 


"No. sir. My observations are -.hat 


the stimulation of traffic is dependent 
largely upon the character of the serv- 
ice and the natural increase of popu- 
lation and 
business. 
The 
two-cent 


fare does not affect the short riders 
who now pay under that figure and 
longer 
distance 
riders, generally 


speaking, will not ride more frequently 
because the fare has been cheapened, 
but will continue to ride only as their 
affairs demand it."

St. Petersburg. Russia, July 12.—An 


open attack on the French 
govern- 


ment and Ambassador Bompard ap- 
peared today in the Novoe Vremya, 
which a week ago began reviewing 
and 
tentatively 
condemning 
the 


Franco-Russian alliance. 
It is sup- 


posed that the paper in this instance 
is serving as the mouth-piece of the 
powerful court party, which is work- 
ing in favor of closer relations with 
Germany. The editorial is couched in 
intemperate and offensive 
language, 


and seriously compromises the posi- 
tion of M. Bompard at St. Petersburg. 
It says: 


"Tactless to the point of impudence 


has been the behavior of the ambas- 
sador in urging tinasked advice on 
Russian internal affairs on which he 
is a perfect ignoramus. The French 
government has also treated official 
Russia strangely, almost: hostile!}-. The 
French official press and the official 
utterances in the chamber of deputies 
have indicated all along that France 
was anxious to engage in negotiations 
with the new-born douma over the 
head or behind the back of the gov- 
ernment. Such insincerity and double 
dealing is 
calculated to 
give open 


encouragement to the Russian revo- 
lutionists, who claim that France is 
more attentive to their voice than :o 
the voice of the recognized and re- 
sponsible representatives of the Rus- 
sian empire."

Cuban delegation could not subscribe 
to any instrument not reserving to 
their congress the right to determine 
the form and conditions o' a declara- 
tion of war. 


The amendment introduced by the 


Netherlands, 
proposing 
twenty-four 


hours' delay after a declaration of war 
before the outbreak of hostilities, was 
rejected by sixteen to fourteen votes. 
There were five abstentions from vot- 
ing- 


The first article of the French pro- 


posal, that a declaration of war should 
precede the opening of hostilities, was 
then approved by thirty-one to two 
votes. Two delegates abstained from 
voting. 


The second article regarding giving 


notice to neutral powers of an out- 
break of war also was approved and 
a special commission was 
appointed 


to draw up a definite proposition on 
the subject, to be submitted to the 
conference.

Haywood's Early Testimony. 


Haywood took the witness stand in 


his own defense yesterday afternoon. 
For two and a half hours be replied 
to the questions of Attorney Darrow 
in a clear and unhesitating voice. 


In spite of the uncomfortably hot 


weather the court room was filled to 
its capacity with 
men 
and 
women 


eager to hear what the man admitted 
to "he the brains of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners and charged with 
being the archconspirator, had to say 
in his own behalf. The testimony hail 
not proceeded far when the spectators 
were convinced that the 
defendant 


possessed a keen intellect and a mem- 
ory for details that far surpassed that 


of Attorney Darrow, who conducted 
the direct examination. 


Always Corrects Lawyer. 


Attorney Barrow rambled at times 


and got inextricably inixea regarding 
dates and events, but the defendant 
was ever ready to correct him. 


"I didn't, and Orchard never testi- 


fied to that, Mr. Darrow," the witness 
would reply when his counsel would 
ask a question different from the way 
it was told by Orchard on tbe witness 
stand. 


Haywood admitted his acquaintance 


with Orchard and his meeting him oc- 
casionally at Pettibone's store and 
sometimes at the residence of Petti- 
bone, but he flatly contradicted the 


, testimony ot Orchard where it related 
i to plots for the assassination of any 
! person or the payment of any sums of 
money. 
In his testimony Orchard said he 


first met Haywood and Moyer in the 
offices of the federation in Denver in 
December, 1903, shortly after the ex- 
plosion in the Vindicator mine. 
He 


said that on that occasion Haywood 
made the remark that he had heard 
of Orchard through "Bill" Easterly: 
that he was complimented 
for 
the 


"good job" he had done in killing Mc- 
Cormick and Beck, and that he was 
paid $30". 


First Meeting Is Later. 


On the witness stand yesterday aft- 


ernoon Haywood denied having met 
Orchard until January. 1904, when the 
latter attended a convention in Den- 
ver which was called under the aus- 
pices of the Colorado State Federation 
of Labor. 
He said he met Orchard 


then talking with other delegates to 
the convention, but had never seen 
him previous to that time. 


Haywood testified that he had no 


further dealings with Orchard until 
the latter part of March, 1904, when 
Moyer and Orchard were preparing to 
jo to Ouray and provided themselves 
with shotguns. He said he saw Or- 
chard once after that, when the latter 
went to the office to report that Moyer 
had been arrested, and did not again 
see Orchard until the spring of 1905. 


It was during this lapse 
that Or- 


chard testified to blowing up the In- 
dependence depot and of journeying to 
San Francisco to kill Fred Bradley, 
during which time he was constantly 
in receipt of money from Pettibone. 
It. is evident that the attorney- for the 
defense do not intend in this trial to 
explain the relations between Orchard 
and Pettibone. but are attempting to 
show that Haywood had nothing to do 
with the financial transactions which 
were carried on through Pettibone. 


Upholds Moyer's Story. 


The testimony of Haywood, as far 


as It has gone, was much the same as 
that given i.y Moyer Wednesday, and 
in substance amounts to .-. direct de- 
nial of Orchard's story, so far as it 
pertained to any 
criminal acts. 
It 


was apparent that the story had been 
rehea-ced between Haywood and his 
counre!, and certain portions of Or- 
chard's testimony were skipped over. 


It was evident from the questioning 


of Attorney Darrow that he relies on 
the jury giving more credence to the 
testimony of the defendant than to 
that of his accuser.

Washington. July 12.—Now that the 


visit of (he battleships of tue Atlantic 
fleet, to the Pacific coast is officially 
admitted, the gossip of the navy de- 
partment touches upon the docking 
facilities available for the accommo- 
dation of those vessels. 
It is gener- 


ally expected that after their long tript 
around Cape Horn, some of the ves- [ 
sels at least, will require a thorough 
overhauling and the question naturally 
arises where this will be done, in view 
of the fact that thf navy has but one 
dock on the 
Pacific coast, 
that at 


Puget. Sound, which is capable of re- 
ceiving the largo battleships of the 
modern navy. 


Too Small for Big Warships. 


There is a dock at Mare Island but 


this too small for the accommodation 
of any of the big battleships. 
The 


government has anotho-r dry dock tin-, 
dor construction 
at. 
Mare 
Island! 


which, when completed, will be capa- 
ble of receiving the largest of the ves- 
sels now in service or contracted for. 
But there is considerable difference 
of opinion among the officials on duty 
at. the navy department at Washing- 
ton as to whether, after all, this dock 
will be available for use in view of 
the limited depth of water across the 
bar over which the vessels have to 
go before reaching navy yard. Some 
of the officers thin : that this can be 
done and cite as an example the re- 
cent feat of the 
armored 
cruiser 


Charleston which -.vent over the bar 
drawing 24 feet of water. 
These of- 


ficers say that a ship of this kind 
has a deeper draft, than the big bat- 
tleships, which can be lightened to 
the extent of a foot or more by un- 
loading the greater part of their car- 
go of coal. 
Other officers say that 


the battleships have a deeper draft, 
than the Charleston when she crossed 
the bar. 


Six Years at It; Not Yet Done. 
The new dry dock at Mare Island 


has been under construction for al- 
most, six years. 
The delay has been 


a source of extreme 
disappointment 


to the officials here and now the prob- 
abilities are, according to the official 
reports received at. the navy depart- 
ment, that it. will be almost a year 
and a half before the dock is ready to 
be turned over to the government. The 
contract, called for its completion No- 
vember 
20 next. 
The 
government 


declared the former contract forfeited 
because of the slow progress and a 
new contract, was necessary, under 
which the work is now going on. The 
new dock will be 720 feet. long. 102 
feet wide and thirty feet deep. 


Naval officials, 
however, 
are not. 


giving the question of docking facili- 
ties on the coast any serious concern, 
for they say there are two large docks 
at Hunter's point, near San. Francisco, 
belonging to private parties which 
the navy may use just as an private 
ship owner, by paying the usual dock- 
ing charges. 
One of these docks is 


very large and will accommodate any 
American vessel afloat.

cards (private mailing cards)

postal cards. 
Some months ago the 


United States postal laws and regula- 
tions were amended so as to give that 
privilege to buyers of post cards, but 
such concession was not made applica- 
ble to postal cards. 


In order to remedy this Inconsis- 


tency and to prevent any further con- 
fusion and annoyance to the public, 
Postmaster General Meyer today pro- 
mulgated an order, effective August 1, 
1907, providing that the face side of a 
postal card may be divided by a verti- 
cal line placed 
approximately one- 


third the distance from the end of the 
card, the space to the left of the line 
to be used for a message, etc., the 
portion to the right to be used for the 
address only. A very thin sheet of 
papar may he attached if it complete- 
ly adheres to the card, and such a 
paster may bear both writing and 
printing. 
Advertisements, 
illustra- 


tions or writing may appear on the 
back of the card and on the left third 
of the front. Postal cards 
bearing 


particles of glass, metal, mica, sand, 
tinsel .or other such substances are 
declared 
to be unmailable, 
except 


when enclosed 
In envelopes 
with 


proper postage affixed, or when treat- 
ed in such a manner as will prevent 
the objectionable materials from be- 
ing rubbed off or Injuring the hands 
o£ persons handling the malts.

The hives cost complete, ready for 


a colony, about ?3 each and will last 
ten or more years if kept well painted.

Dew and sunshine hurt alfalfa, as 


well as rain, hence the use of the hay 
cap is urged as a necessity for making 
well-cured hay. At the Wisconsin Ex- 
eiiment Station farm four cuttings of 
alfalfa were obtained during one sea- 
son which yielded five and one-halt 
tons to the acre. 


By comparing alfalfa, clover, timo- 


thy and brome grass for protein con- 
tent it was found that the "alfalfa 
yielded three times as much oroteln 
per acre as clover, nine times as much 
as timothy, and twelve times the 
amount obtained from brome grass.

Attorney General Bonaparte advising him j 
of the call of the reassembling of the 
constitutional convention In that terri- 
tory and stating that a considerable num- 
ber of the members of the convention de- ] 
sired to have an expression 
from the i 
president as to the merits of the provis- 
ions contained in the constitution now 
proposed. The attorney general in reply 
has addressed a letter to W. H. Murray, 
president of the convention, saying it 
would be altogether at variance with the 
spirit and purpose of the enabling act for 
the president to aid In framing the con- 
stitution when he must afterward decide 
whether it Is such an instrument as jus- 
tifies the immediate admission of the 
state under the terms of the act. He 
says he has no objection, however, tu

BOSTON REAL ESTATE VALUES. 


An Offer of a Million Dollars for a Site 


Once Valued at 320,000. 


An offer of a million dollars was 


made to the trustees of the Massa- 
chusetts general hospital a few days 
ago for a piece of property lying in 
the center of the city. 


It concerned a block of buildings in 


Province court and the street of the 
same name and at the time that the 
hospital came into possession of it 
through gift it was valued at $20,000. 


Of all the shifts in valuation of 


property in Boston this particular 
piece is considered the most remark- 
able. 


It is the site of the old Province 


house which was the home of the gov- 
ernors of Massachusetts from 
the 


days of Governor Shuto, in 1716, to 
the morning of Evacuation day, March 
17, 1776, when Sir 
William Howe 


found it most convenient to leave the 
town as quickly as possible in order 
'to escape the bullets of the revolution- 
ists. 


In the year of 1S1G there could not 


be found apurchaser who would pay 
the upset price of 70,000 that was 
asked for the property then. 


The most remarkable feature of the 


, situation today as regards the propc-r- 
i ty is that it is being leased for a S700 
i a" year rental, while if the 
90-year 


| lease" had been based on a valuation 


of 1 million dollars at -! per cent it 
should be bringing in .income or $-10,- 
000 a year. 


A syndicate of wealthy men of Bos- 


ton are ready to erect one of the most 
costly hotels of the city, if the site 
can be secured, and it was because of 
their offer of a million for the site and 
buildings thereon that ue story of the 
old building came out. 


The property is being held by the 


Massachusetts hospital under a grant 
from the state and is leased for a term 
of ninety-nine years, to expire in 1915, 
to the Greenough estate.
